SILENT UNITY 


HAT IS IT that determines living or 
dying? How can we have faith in 
prayers for protection when in spite 


of such prayers, given with faith and fervency, 
the telegram comes: “The War Department re- 
grets to inform you . . .” Questions like this have 
come often to Silent Unity during these war years, 
and we have thought much and prayed much about 
what to say in reply. We cannot give glib answers 
to hearts heavy with grief, and we dare not gen- 
eralize or answer with a touch of spiritual smug- 
ness: ““There has been a lack of faith.” Our answer 
must be based on the best understanding we have 
of God, of life, of Truth. Our answer must be 
something like the following: 

Prayer has not failed because the one you love 
has fallen in some far field. There is every reason 
to be grateful that you had the faith to pray 
earnestly and faithfully for him, that you asked 
the spiritual support of Silent Unity, for to a far 
greater degree than you can ever know your 
prayers were felt, your love went out on wings of 
Spirit, your blessing brought your loved one added 
strength, stirred in him new qualities of mind 
and heart that made him stronger, braver, abler to 
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perform his tasks. You cannot know the heights of 
spiritual stature he rose to, but you can know that 
he was lifted by your prayers; you cannot know 
what were his thoughts, his feelings, his reactions, 
but you can know that there was less fear, less 
downheartedness, more love and confidence and 
courage, more Godlike qualities expressed, because 
you prayed for him. 

Prayer has not failed, and most certainly God 
has not failed. The way to sustained faith in God, 
in prayer, is the way of understanding, and we 
believe that the ideas we share with you here will 
help you take the larger view, will help you turn 
grief into a great comforting conception of life. 

God does not will that men suffer and die, nor 
does He save one man because his prayers are more 
to God’s liking and let another perish miserably. 
But God is in the heart of every man, God is the 
eternal Spirit of life, God is the eternal Spirit of 
good that cannot perish, cannot know defeat, can- 
not be extinguished though a thousand wars be 
fought, a million lives be lost. 

To believe in the justice of God, to believe in 
the love of God, we must take a long-range view 
of life; that is, see life as without beginning or 
end; see birth and death as but incidents in man’s 
eternal unfoldment. We must see men not as lim- 
ited human beings subject to accident and death 
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but as souls learning, growing, progressing in life 
toward understanding and true fulfillment. In the 
last analysis each soul stands alone, each soul 
chooses with divine prescience the experiences that 
it needs. So while we can pray for another, we 
cannot know his soul, we cannot choose his soul 
experiences for him. But we can know for an- 
other, even as we know for ourselves, that some- 
thing in him is equal to and greater than anything 
in the outer with which he has to contend. 

Something in us tells us that outer dangers are 
not so hard to meet as inner fear: that death of 
the body is not as sad as death of the will to live; 
that accident to the body cannot actually touch 
the unchanging, indestructible spirit in man. 

All who participate in war—which we think of 
as a sort of mass outworking of the idea of self- 
destruction that the race must overcome—do not 
escape what seems to human sense to be the sad 
and cruel and crushing results of war. But all who 
participate are living souls; all who participate 
gain in some degree, make some progress that 
means fulfillment for them. Those who participate 
cannot in the highest sense lose anything, even 
life; for in the highest sense, in the long-range 
view of things, no one can lose his life, no soul 
ever fails to find fulfillment, for behind us and
